The 
words may appear confusing, but what 
the conference tried to get at was a 
practical way of estimating the food 
supplies and needs of the different na- 
tions, It isn’t as satisfactory, although 
an easy way to estimate a country’s 
supplies by taking statistics of produc. 
tion, adding imports and deducting ex- 
ports and then say that is the ameunt 
of food available.

ailable for every person in the 
country. That doesn’t take into ac- 
count the amount of food grown in 
gardens, including “victory” gardens 
and other supplies which never enter 
the markets. There are also distribu- 
tion difficulities in different countries 
It also isn’t satisfactory to estimate 
food consumed by ration regulations as 
there are the unrationed foods and the 
otherwise rationed goods used iu hot- 
els and restaurants. The conference 
had to try to get a reliable yardstick 
to determine supplies and needs by re- 
ducing foods to their equivalent in nu- 
tritive values, that isin calories and 
vitamins in accordance with the latest 
scientific discoveries and had to take 
into account a number of other factors 
including wastage which occurs in 
wartime. The report of the conferén- 
ce will be made to the Combined Food 
Board at Washington, and its findings 
may help as a basis for social security 
projects in time of peace.

Today, grain prices on a 
comparative basis are wheat, $1.25, 
oats, 61 -1\2c, barley, 79-3\4e and flax, 
52,50. 

In spite of elevator congestion and | 
shortages in trasnportation during the | 
first four years of the war, grain pro- 
ducers in the prairie provinces were 
able to market over 1,300 million bush- 
els of wheat and over 400 million bus 
of coarse grains. In the 1942-43 crop 
year which started out with only 100 
million bushels of available space in 
country elevators producers were able 
to market 480 million bushels of grain,
